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Youth Describes Game of 'Blackout' Before Coed's Death 


Psycji Student 
Charged With 
Choking Girl 


Iowa City March 18—(AP)—A 


policeman told a jury yesterday 
that Robert E. Bednasek, Univer- 
sity of Iowa psychology student, 
related he had played a "game of 
blackout" with his pretty co-ed 
sweetheart shortly before she was 
found dead. 


The testimony was by Police- 


man Charles H. Snider, one of the 
first 
witnesses called 
in 
the 


campus murder trial of the bushy- 
haired, 24 year old Bednasek. He 
is charged with strangling to 
death Margaret Anne (Gee-Gee) 
Jackson, 20, whose evening-gown- 
clad body was found last Dec. 11 
in the rooming house where Bed- 
nasek lived. 


Snider testified that about 


a.m. on Dec. 11 Bednasek came to 
a police station near his rooming 
house to summon help. He said he 
and another officer went to the 
rooming house and found the body 
of Miss Jackson, clad in a white 
evening gown, lying on the lower 
bed of a double-tiered bunk in a 
second floor room. 


Playing A Game 


Snider said that while he was 


examining the girl Bednasek re- 
lated that he was "only playing a 
game." 


"You know, blackout," Snider 


quoted Bednasek as saying. 


("Blackout" is a stunt in which 


unconsciousness 
is 
temporarily 


produced by holding the breath 
and squeezing the neck.) 


Snider and Patrick J. McCar 


ney, another police officer, both 
testified about being called' to the 
scene. They described Bednastk aa 
very excited and said he urged 
them constantly to "do some- 
thing." 


McCarney said Bednasek once 


made a lunge for the officer's gun 
and indicated he wanted to shoot 
himself. At another point, Mo- 
Carney said, Bednasek asked the 
policeman if he would shoot him 
(Bednasek) if he should run. 


Private Supper 


Bednasek and Miss Jackson at- 


tended a formal dance at his fra- 
ternity Saturday night preceding

Belgium's coalition 
government 


collapsed today in a dramatic 
demonstration of how badly this 
nation is split over whether exiled 
King Leopold ni should be re- 
turned to his throne. 


• 
Premier C-'aston Eyskens' cabi- 


net—made of eight liberals and 
nine members of his own Social 
Christian 
(Catholic) party—quit 


after the Liberal members refused 
to support a move to recall the 
monarch from Switzerland and re- 
signed. 


A spokesman for Kyskens, who 


has 
been 
premier 
since 
last 


August, immediately announced 
that, because of this, the govern- 
ment's resignation would be pre- 
sented to Prince Charles, the rul 
ing regent. 


Charles is a brother of Leopold 


and the next step in the Crisis is 
up to him. He will have to try to 
find a new premier to form a cabi- 
net for the purpose of handling the 
question of Leopold's future, which 
can only be settled by parliament. 
Parliament can be summoned into 


( 
session only by a responsible cabi- 
net. 


Parliament's legal responsibility 


arises out of a law of July, 1945, 
which says the king can be re- 
turned only by a majority vote of 
that body. The king himself won 
57.68 per cent of the vote in an 
advisory referendum last Sunday 
and Thursday he said he thought 
it was up to parliament to act 
without further dolay. He said he 


w would abdicate if parliament re- 


fused, i.i s. vots, tcr?co" h>m. That 
would make his son, Bsudoin, 19, 
king. In Switzerland today there 
was no immediate comment from 
the king concerning the cabinet's 
fall.

Pearl Harbor, March 18—(AP) 


—All 40 crewmen of the net ten- 
der Elder blackened by fire and 
blasted by explosion, were rescued 
yesterday near the navy's mid-Pa- 
cific atomic testing area. 


The dock landing ship Comstock 


picked up 26 men from a life boat 
and rafts at 3:15 p.m. The had 
drifted for a week in shark-infest- 
ed waters after abandoning the 
stricken 163-foot Elder. 


The destroyer tender Piedmont 


reached the stricken net tender 
and reported the other 14 crewmen 
were aboard and "all in good 
shape." They had stayed aboard 
to continue fighting the blaze. 


The Elder, with five feet of 


water in her badly burned engine 
room, declined help from the Pied- 
mont's crew. 


"I can manage my own ship 


with my own men," said the El- 
der's 
skipper, Lt. 
William F. 


Adams of Wilmar, Calif. The Pied- 
mont radioed that the Elder's 14 
men were in "very good to excellent 
condition." 


Ignored By Transport 


Adams said his disabled craft 


was passed up Monday by the 
military transport Gen. A. W. 
Brewster despite the Elder's sig- 
nalling "with, everything we had 
aboard except our three-inch gun." 
He said the Brewster was only two 
miles away. 


"We signalled with 
flares, a 


square flag, international distress 
signal, smoke signals and mirrors. 
We fired 20-millimeter guns and 
Very pistols. The crew jumped up 
and down on deck, waving any- 
thing they could lay their hands 


The only reason the Elder didn't 


fire her throe-inch gun, Adams 
said, was that all the three-inch 
ammunition had been thrown over- 
board while fighting the fire. 


The twin rescue ended an in- 


tensive air and sea search for the 
Elder—six days overdue at Em- 
wetok, scene of forthcoming atom- 
ic experiments.

Science Sets 
Pace for War 
Says Johnson 


Chicago, March 18—(AP)—The 


twentieth century scientists are 
setting the pace for the conduct of 
war, says Secretary of Defense 
Johnson. 


American 
scientists, 
Johnson 


told the Irish Fellowship Club in 
an address last night, are "devel- 
oping brand new unprecedented 
devices that challenge the exist- 
ence of all known weapons. The 
most modern of planes, 
tanks, 


guns or submarines may become 
obsolete by tomorrow." 


"We who are charged with na- 


tional defense recognize that it is 
essential to our security to plan 
in terms of significant technolog- 
ical advances," Johnson told the 
St. PatricK's night banquet. 


"We are therefore proceeding 


relentlessly to exploit the rich pools 
of scientific knowledge already at 
our disposal and tapping n e w 
sources in a determination to keep 
abreast of all developments. 


"The president's decision to pro- 


ceed with the production of the 
hydrogen bomb is but the most 
dramatic example of this effort. I 
assure you that we are equally 
alert to possibilities inherent in 
the biological and chemical field 
as well as in the radiological." 


Johnson cautioned that there is 


no substitute for men to handle 
these lethal weapons and said that 
trained manpower will be in even 
greater demand in any future war. 


He told the club that five times 


as many national guardsmen and 
reservists — some 979,000 — will 
drill for pay next year compared

A tenant himself has the great- 


est responsibility for gaming the

Not Snooper* 


"Th« rent office does not go 


about looking for rent law viola- 
tions," the rent official explained. 


"It is not the intention of the 


law that we do so, but it is our 
responsibility to Investigate writ- 
ten complaints of violations and to 
act. promptly when 
there 
are 


proper grounds." 


Eviction cases that violate the 


law. he cited are as follows: 


When the owner seeks posses- 


sion for his own occupancy or for 
members of his immediate family, 
and the tenant knows that the 
property will be sold or rented to 
others: 


When the owner claims non- 


payment of rent, but the tenant is 
actually refusing to pay a bonus 
or rent in excess of the legal rent. 


Eviction XeceMary? 


When the owner states that the 


eviction is necessary to carry out 
substantial 
alterations 
or 
re- 


modeling which can't be done 
practicably while 
the 
unit 
Is 


occupied, and the tenant can show 
that the proposed work can be 
done without eviction. 


In any cas« where the tenant 


can show that the purpose of the 
eviction is different from that 
stated by the landlord, particularly 
when the action is in retaliation 
for a complaint filed by the tenant 
with the rent office. 


"As a rule, we must accept the 


landlord's stated reason for evic- 
tion, and authorise him to take the 
action 'according to local law", 
Drtseon explained. 
In all cases 


where the owner plans an eviction 
he must serve notice on the tenant 
stating- his reasons for asking 
possession. If the tenant has any 
knowledge that hla rights 
are 


being violated or any doubt about 
the validity 
of the 
landlord's 


action, he should get in touch with 
the rent office."

Let's Be Fair to Police, Firemen 


Dixon firemen and policemen asked for a raise at Tues- 


day night's council meting. 


They- presented their case factually and logically 


through their representative, George Nichols. 


Their request was more than reasonable and quite 


simple: They merely asked for a raise which would make 
their wages closer to the earnings of the garbage and street 
department workers. 


On an hourly basis now, street and garbage workers 


make $1.15. Policemen earn, roughly, $1.07 Vs. Firemen, 
because of their necessarily long work week, earn .61 cents 
an hour. 


By the month, both earn $215. 
Police and firemen, moreover, are prevented from work- 


ing at outside jobs during their spare time. An antiquated 
city ordinance was resurrected recently—only God knows 
why—and relayed to members of Commissioner Forrest 
Shawger's department of public health and safety. It pro- 
vides that no fireman or policeman can work 'at an outside 
job. 


But those in the street department, for instance, are 


under no such restriction. They can—and do—work on 
private contracts for private pay while they are on city 
time. (City council please note). 


In presenting their case to the council, police and fire- 


men offered studies which indicated d) that local firemen 
were among the lowest paid in the state when compared 
with cities of similar size, and (2) that local policemen didn't 
fare much better. 


Statistically, firemen ranked 18th in a list of 22, the 


police 26th in a list of 36 towns of more than 10,000 popula- 
tion. 


Commissioner Shawger went on record as favoring a 


clothing allowance for both departments, with summer and 
winter uniforms for police. Shawger said he believed Dixon 
would follow the pattern set by other cities and pay each 
member of each department a $100 clothing allowance. 


Even if the council approves Shawger's recommendation 


that police and firemen be given a $100 annual clothing 
allowance, the increase would amount to only 4c an hour, 
roughly speaking. 


Should the council approve the allowance, police would 


be making $l.lli/£, the firemen .65 cents an hour, compared 
with the stated $1.15 for garbage and street workers. 


Obviously, the pay of the firemen cannot be computed 


strictly on an hourly basis. But since the dangers of the two 
jobs are similar, similar pay should go with both. 


And salaries for municipal employees should be based 


on the work involved. As it stands now, salaries give the 
impression that they depend upon the influence of the de- 
partment head in the city council. 


It should be a matter of local pride that fire-fighters 


and policeman—who handle the most dangerous municipal 
jobs—be on a wage par with other departments. 


The most sensible—not to mention the fairest—recom- 


mendation would be to pay the police the same hourly wage 
as garbage and street workers, with the firemen receiving the 
same monthly salary as their counter-part on the other side 
of city hall.

Hair Removed Safely Only 
With an Electric Needle

Excessive hair on the face, arms 


or legs worries a great many 
women. Although not dangerous 
to life or health, it does cause a 
great deal of mental suffering. 


Why some women have more 


hair than others ia not clearly un- 
derstood but it certainly happens. 
Excessive hairiness is caused by 
disease only rarely. In such cases 
there is a clue in the fact that 
hairiness has not always been 
present. 


If the hair starts growing rap- 


idly, careful physical examination 
and diagnostic studies should be 
made. In the vast majority, the 
hainness of the face or arms is 
unexplained except that some in- 
herited factor from one or the 
other parent may have something 
to do with it. 


There are several ways of at- 


tacking this problem. The hair 
can be shaved. This is satisfactory 
for a short time but generally re- 
sults in a gradual thickening of 
the hair and its even more con- 
spicuous appearance as time goes 
on. The hair can be bleached or 
dyed but it often continues to grow 
out, so this has to be repeated 
frequently. 


The hair may be taken off with 


hair 
removers 
which generally 


consist of some kind of wax which 
fastens to the hairs and pulls them 
out by the roots. This is painful 
and. of eourw, the hair will grow 
again. It is not particularly sooth- 
ing to the skin eltheri 


IN £>V SPA PERI 


There are "stones" available 


which may be used to wear off the 
hair by friction. This must be 
frequently repeated and may irri- 
tate the skin as well. 


Most doctors believe that there 


is only one safe method of perma- 
nent removal of excessive hair. 
That is treating the roots of the 
hair by electric needle. It is pain- 
ful, lather expensive, and takes a 
lot of time. It is used frequently, 
however, especially for hair on the 
face. 


X-RAYS DANGEROUS 


Another method of removing the 


hair has been tried m many parts 
of the country. This is the use of 
X-rays—a dangerous method. A 
number of cases of severe burns 
caused by X-rays used for exces- 
sive hair have been reported. Re- 
cently one person complained of 
severe burns on the arms and legs 
resulting from X-ray treatments 
taken over a four-year period for 
removal of hair—but the hair was 
not even removed. 


The only safe and permanent 


treatment at present seems to be 
the lengthy time-consuming, and 
painful one of the electric needle. 
A better method would be help- 
ful, but until it is developed, it's im- 
portant to avoid unnecessary risks.

end plays taken from the master 
championship tournaments played 
recently in New York. 


Today's hand came from A. 


Goldstein of Brooklyn, N. Y., win- 
ner of the senior masters national 
individual tournament. 


VVhen the individual tournament 


was first started, it was difficult 
to find enough masters to fill one 
section. Now, with the increased 
number of life masters and senior 
masters, the bridge league has 
found it convenient to conduct two 
events simultaneously, with 56 life 
masters in one section and 56 sen- 
ior masters in the other. 


As yet there is no trophy for the 


senior master section, but it is an 
important tournament to win. 
Many players predict that this 
year's winner, A. Goldstein, will 
win the life master section one of 
these days, as he is rated one of 
the up-and-coming players of the 
country. 


As I have told you end plays are 


an important part of the bag of 
tricks of every good player, and 
t was an end play that helped Mr. 
Goldstein make his contract on to- 
day's hand. 


East opened the king of hearts 


and continued with hearts, Gold- 
stein (North) refusing to win until 
the third round. Two small spades 
were discarded from dummy. A 
small club was won in dummy with 
the king and a club returned in 
.he hope of breaking the club suit. 
3ut East showed out, discarding a 
spade. 


Goldstein won the trick with the 


ace, led a small diamond which he 
won in dummy with the queen, re- 
turning the king of diamonds. East 
ed the queen of olubs and East let 
dropped the jack. Goldstein then 
go another spade. 


Now East was practically mark- 


ed with the king and two spades 
and two good hearts, so Goldstein 
returned the nine of diamonds to 
us ace and East dropped the ten 
of spades. The eight of hearts was 
then played, throwing East in the 
pad with the nine. East cashed 
:he good three of hearts, but was 
forced then to lead from the king- 
ack of spades into declarer's ace- 
queen—and three no trump was 
made.
